A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tlie fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on August 29, 
2008 has been entered. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: IDS filed on 
August 29, 2008. The IDS has been considered. The closest prior art is co-pending 
application 10/231 ,889. The instant application is drawn to an amino acid sequence 
comprising Leu Arg Arg Glu Arg Gin Ser Arg Leu Arg Arg Glu Arg Gin Ser Arg (SEQ ID 
N0:1 ) or Gly Ala Tyr Asp Leu Arg Arg Arg Glu Arg Gin Ser Arg Leu Arg Arg Arg Glu Arg 
Gin Ser Arg (SEQ ID N0:2). The co-pending application teaches a sequence Leu Arg 
Arg Glu Arg Gin Ser Arg Leu Arg Arg Glu Arg Ser Gin Ser Arg (SEQ ID NO:39). The 
instant SEQ ID N0:1 has 16 amino acid residues. The SEQ ID NO:39 of co-pending 
application has 17 amino acid residues. Accordingly, as set forth in the previous 
Examiner's Amendment (dated May 30, 2008), the amino acid sequences of the instant 
application are both novel and unobvious over the prior art of record.
